Full Dsscription as to How It May 
Be Made. 


A simple method of constructing a 
box kite of th e m odern type is given 
in detail 
as 
follows:

sticks 
should be m ade of 
straight-grained

Two cloth bands should be ma%e to

It is well to m ark th e positions of the 
sticks on the cloth bands, either with 
a soft lead pencil or crayon, in order 
to have the four sides of each band 
exactly equal.

Full Description as to How It May 


Bo Made. 


A simple method of constructing a 


box kite of the modern type IB given 
in detail 
as 
follows: 
The 
sticks 


should be made of 
straight-grained 


wood, which may bo either spruce, 
basswood, or white pine. 
The longi- 


tudinal corner spines, A A, should be 
three-eighths inches 
square 
by 
42 


Inches long, and the four diagonal 
struts, R, should be one-fourth Inch 
by one-half Inch, and about 26 inches 
long. 


Two cloth bands should be mafee to 


the exact dimensions 
given 
in 
the 


sketch and fastened to the four longi- 
tudinal sticks with one ounce tacka. 
It Is well to mark the positions of tho 
sticks on the cloth bauds, either with 
a soft lead pencil or crayon. In order 
to have the four sides of each band 
exactly equal. 
The ends of the bands 


should be lapped over at least one-

Full Dascription at to How It May 


Bo Made. 


A simple method of constructing a 


box kite of the modern type Is given 
in detail 
as 
follows: 
The 
sticks 


should be made of 
straight-grained 


wood, which may bo either spruce, 
basswood, or white pine. 
The long! 


tudlna! corner spines, A A, should be 
three-eighths inches 
square 
by 42 


Inches long, and the four diagonal 
struts, B, should be one-fourth inch 
by one-half Inch, and about 26 inches 
long. 


Two cloth bands should be mafee to 


the exact dimensions given in 
the 


sketch and fastened to the four longi- 
tudinal sticks with one ounce tacks. 
It Is well to mark the positions of tho 
sticks on the cloth bauds, either with 
a soft lead pencil or crayon, in order 
to have the four sides of each band 
exactly equal. 
The ends of the bands 


should be lapped over at least one- 
half inch and sewed double to give 
exact strength, and the edges should 
he carefully hemmed, making 
the 


width, 
when 
finished, 
exactly 
12 


inches. 
Probably the best cloth for 


this purpose is 
nainsook, although 


lonsdale cambric or light-weight per- 
culine will answer nearly as well.
